ME DEPUTIES TOOK DEADLY AIM, 


Sheriff Save th« Order to Fire, and 


When the Smok* H»d Cleared An»jr 
Twenty Miner* Lay Low In 
Death, 


While Forty Others Were Found Badly 
W«ua<led—Troops to Be Called 
Oat. 


(Hazelton, Pa., Sept. ^ll!—The striku 


Bituation reached a terrible crisis on 
the outskirts of Lattmer when a band 
of deputy sheriffs fired into an infuri- 
ated mob of miners. 


The men fell like so many sheep, 


and the excitement since has been so 
intense that no accurate figures of the 
dead and wounded can be obtained. 


Reports run from fifteen to twenty- 


odd killed and 40 or more wounded. 
One man who reached the scene count- 
ed 13 corpses. Four other bodies lie 
in the mountains between latimer and 
Harleigh. Those who were not injured 
carried their dead and wounded friends 
into the woods. 


Some of those known to be dead are 


Mike Chesloll, Harwood; Frank Che- 
ka, Harwood; John Staniska, Crystal 
Ridge; George Kulick, Harwood; SteVe 
Horrick, 'Harwood. 


Among the injured are George Kre- 


zo, Harwood, bullets through leg, hip 
and knee; 
John Kerlowish, shot.in 


neck;Andrew Shabolick.shotin bpeast; 
John Kulick, shot in stomach; John 
Dawensko, shot in both legs; George 
Vercheck, shot In both legs; John For- 
ti, shot In head, will die. 


John Treible, a deputy, was shot In 


the arm. Three 'bodies were found on 
the road, near Latlmer. The strikers 
left Hazelton at 3:30 p. m., announc- 
ing their intention to go to Latimer. 


As soon as this became known t 


band of deputies was loaded on. a trol- 
ley car and went whirling across the 
mountain to thescene where the bloody 
conflict followed. After reaching Lat- 
lmer they left the car and formed Into 
three companies under Thomas Hall, 
R. A. Hess and Samuel B. Price. They 
drew up in line at the edge of the vil- 
lage, with a fence and a line of houses 
la their rear. 


Sheriff Martin was In command and 


stood in front of the line until the 
strikers approached. 
They were seen 


coming across the bridge, and Martin 
went 'out to meet them. The m«n 
drew up sullenly and listened In si- 
lence until he had once more raad th« 
riot act. 
This finished, a low Mutter- 


Ing arose among the 
foreigners and 


there was a slight movement forward. 
•Perceiving this UMS sheriff stepped to- 
•w*fd th«za and In a determined toae 
forbade advance. Some one struck the 
sheriff, «.nd the nest moment there 
was a command to the deputies to fire. 


The guns of the deputies instantly 


itoelched forth a terrible volley. The 
feport seemed to chako the very moun- 
tains, and a cry of dismay went up 
from the people. 
The strikers were 


taken entirely by surprise, and as the 
men toppled and fell over each other 
tiose who remained unhurt stampeded. 


The excitement that followed was 


simply 
indescribable. 
The 
deputies 


seemed to be terror-stricken 
at 
the 


deadly 
execution of their guns, and 


seeing the living strikers fleeing lH;e 
wild beasts and others dropping to the 
earth they went to the aid of the un- 
fortunates whom 
they 
had brought 


down. 


The people of Latimer rushed pell- 


mell to the scene, but the shrieks of 
the wounded drowned the cries of the 
sympathizing and half-crazed inhabit- 
ants. The reporter, who soon after- 
ward reached the scene, found the road 
leading to Latimer filled with groupa 
of frightened Hungarians. Some sur- 
rounded dying companions, and others 
Pegged for protection.

lying on the porch. Both had been 
shot in the head.

(Hazelton, Pa., Sept. 11.— The striko 


situation reached a terrible crisis on 
the outskirts of Latimer when a band 
st deputy sheriffs fired into an infuri- 
ated mob of miners. 


The men fell like so many sheep, 


and the excitement since has been so 
intense that no accurate figures of the 
dead and wounded can be obtained. 


Reports run from fifteen to twenty- 


odd killed and 40 or more wounded.

the wounded drowned the cries of the 
sympathizing and half-crazed inhabit- 
ants. The reporter, who soon after- 
ward reached the scene, found the road 
leading to Latimer filled with groups 
of frightened Hungarians. Some sur- 
rounded dying companions, and others 
ftegged for protection.
